The proposed cuts were dis- 
cussed last night at a lengthy con- 
ference of GOP legislative leaders 
as the Assembly awaited submis- 
sion of a long-delayed tax study 
report. 


The tax study report, to be pre- 


sented later in the day, placed the 
tax and economy Issues side by 
side in the Legislature. 


Advance Indications were that 


the report listed a dozen levies 
available for state taxation—but 
without backing any of them. 


The dozen levies listed by the 
tax report as available sources of 
revenue Included taxes on personal 
incomes, sales, head tax on adults, 
soft drinks, cigars, amusements, 
pari-mutuel betting, unincorporat- 
ed businesses, meals, hotel rooms, 
gas and electric bills and telephone 
and telegraph bills.

In connection with the Traffic Safety campaign 


waged by the Warren Junior Chamber of Commerce 
last week it is interesting to note that the Penn- 
sylvania Automotive Association is behind legisla- 
tion .to curb "jay-walkers" on city streets.

in Harrisburg last week approved a move to seek 
legislation encoux aging municipalities to adopt local 
traffic regulations. 


Paul Ruch, Clearfield, presided at the safety 


committee meeting.

3,200 automobile dealers and 1,000 repair shop oper- 
ators throughout the state. 


T. Elmer Transeau, director of the State Bureau 


of Highway Safely, reported that pedestrian deaths 
in traffic accidenls now are averaging about 500 an- 
nually as compared to 1,000 in 1941. 


"While we have had a steady decrease in pedes- 


trian fatalities in the state approximately 70 per cent 
of those killed are at fault because of contributory 
negligence," said Max W. Schmidt, co-ordinator of 
the governor's Safety Advisory Committee. 


Transeau said the statistics show the average 


citizen today is more careful about the way he 
uses the streets, but added: 


"I fe^l definitely that the time has come to in- 


sist that pedestrians for their own good be made to 
obey the directions of police officers as to crossing 
the streets and likewise obey traffic signals."

Would it be a good thing for the general 
public interest? Or'bad? 


In the first place, there is considerable doubt as to whether AFL • 


and CIO leaders really want merger. A conference between com- 
mittees of leaders from the two big organizations has been sched- 
uled for April 7. If nothing happens, nobody will be surprised. 


If the late CIO president, Phil Murray, and his director of organi- 


zation Allan Haywood, had lived, it is believed that something 
might have come of the labor peace talks. With Walter Reuther 
of the auto workers now heading CIO and David J. McDonald 
heading the steel workers, there may be less interest. 


In a way, the big labor union organizations have been needled , 


into this peace talk by employers who have been caught in the j 
middle of Jurisdictional disputes. But the records indicate there , 
are Just as many rival union fights within AFL and CIO as there | 
are between them. 
i 
Organic unity wouldn't end Jurisdictional raiding by the auto j 


workers upon the steel workers, the plumbers upon the boiler- 
makers, or vice versa. 
/OBSTACLES to organic unity are many. Personal rivalry of offl- 
^ cials is a big one. When two organizations merge, one officer 
in each organization will have to give up his job. 


The handicap of having one organization too big to handle is not 


Insignificant. When there are two competitive organizations, they 
are both on their toes. One big monopoly might become fat, lazy 
and more corrupt than two. 
The idea that there can be no unity between an organization of 


craft unions like the AFL and the industrial, mass-production- 
industry type of union like the CIO is now discounted. It is pointed 
out that the huge teamsters' union is" now much like an industrial 
union, but it is perfectly at home in the American federation of 
craft unions. 
Over a number of years, however, this difference between craft 


and industrial unions may have considerable bearing on future 
relations between AFL and CIO. 
If a business recession of any kind should set in, with some un- 


employment and a down-grading of labor contract terms, the rela- 
tive positions of the two major organizations might undergo con« 
siderable change. 
AN AFL craft union card has a certain value in itself. It signifies 


that the holder has undergone an apprenticeship, learned a 


trade and is a qualified journeyman. He needs no other credential 
than his card to go get a job anywhere in his trade. 


A CIO card does not always have the same value. 
Skilled 


mechanics and janitors in an auto plant .or a tire factory hold the 
tame card in one big union. 
. . . . 
In case of considerable unemployment, the value of an industrial 


union card declines. There is less incentive for an industrial union 
member to keep his dues paid up than there is for a craft union 
man to keep his standing. 
What happens to the two types ot unions under these circum- 


stances is a matter of conjecture. But the first conclusion is that 
the craft union will have a better chance of survival than the in- 
dustrial union. And in this situation the merger of the industrial 
type of union into a craft union organization becomes likelier.
